RACES /ARES 


As you may recall, early last month there 


was an unusual highway emergency on I-680 


in the Danville area when an EBMUD crew dis- 


covered about twenty pounds of old dyna- 
mite buried near a primary pipe-line. Our 
Contra Costa Emergency Radio Group was al- 
erted to provide supplementary communica- 
tions if needed but, fortunately, bomb dis- 
posal units quickly accomplished their job 
by safely expolding the material after lo- 
cal area evacuation and a tremendous traff- 
ic tie-up. (turned out the dynamite had 
aie overlooked and buried there many years 
ago 

Now, get set for the "Big One"! On Sept 
ember 20 (a thursday) be sure to turn on 
the 2 meter rig around O800. 
As part of their Simulated Emergency lest, 
Contra Costa Co. Emergency services will 
call a Stage II Alert. This will involve 
all County Public Service Agencies, includ- 
ing; Police, Fire, Medical Services and 
Public Works. We have now learned that 
ARES/RACES will be asked to participate 
from about 1300 til 1700 that day. We ex- 
pect to operate from all sites since the 
"scenario" will involve a simulated earth- 
quake (6.0 plus) during a period of heavy 
rains and stroms to exceed a totai of 8 
inches of rain causing slides, flooding © 
and restricted transportation. 


What can you do to help? This time lets 
have everyone who can legally use a VHF 
rig do their part by asking for a site ass- 
ignment in advance. Do this be checking 
in with the Emergencey Net on Thursday 
evenings before the 20th and request the- 
opportunity to earn your "HAM Ticket".

ator will fill you in. Just ask! PLEASE!

Amateur Radio can be.
